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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have amended claim 1 to include the language "...wherein the sense line is utilized to thermally 
assist in switching a magnetic orientation of THE at least one of the plurality of magnetic memory elements ..." Applicants argue that the 
amended language, "THE at least one of the plurality of magnetic memory elements," refers to a specific one of the plurality of magnetic 
memory elements that may be distinguished, using language found within the four corners of the claim, from the rest of the plurality of 
magnetic memory elements. It is not immediately clear how one may read this meaning into the claim. Assuming it is true, however, the 
amended language creates a new issue not previously searched or considered, because the claim, as previously recited, treated the 
magnetic memory elements as so many peas in a pod. It is noted that the proposed claim still does not recite any particular relationship 
between any single one of the plurality of magnetic memory elements and either the first via or the second via. The claim requires the first 
and second vias to be included (somewhere) within the sense line. The claim imposes no other limitations on either the first or the second 
via. It should further be noted that in the device of Daughton et al., the sense line appears capable of indiscriminately thermally assisting 
in switching the magnetic orientation of every blessed one of the plurality of magnetic memory elements. To the Examiner it seems logical 
that this should lead to a conclusion that the sense line of Daughton et al.'s device is capable of thermally assisting in switching a 
magnetic orientation of a particular magnetic memory element. It would be like (by way of analogy) a disclosure that the Examiner had 
brought a five-pound bag of rice home from the store. Such a disclosure would inevitably lead to the conclusion (to the Examiner's way of 
thinking) that the Examiner had brought home a particular grain of rice found in the five-pound bag (except that there probably are not as 
many grains of rice in a five-pound bag as there are individual (one-bit) memory elements in a modern 4-8 Gigabyte random-access 
memory).. 
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
